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City Budget Explained

The 1992-1993 proposed budget for 
the City of Romulus was submitted to the 
Romulus City Council on April 1, 1992. 
According to Debbie Hoffman, Assistant 
Financial Director for the City, the final 
budget will be adopted during a May 11, 
1992, public hearing, with the final mill- 
age rate determined at that time. 

Hoffman, detailing what the budget 
process entails, explained that, initially, 
each department head submits his/her 
portion of the proposed budget to Mayor 
Beverly McAnally. This year, the total 
amount submitted from all the depart- 
ments was approximately $11.5 million. 

After reviewing the departmental 
proposals, Hoffman said, the Mayor then 
requested each department head to trim 
his/her portion by a proportionate per- 
centage: larger departments would incur 
larger percentage cuts. 

"The major reason for this year's 
budget cuts,” said Hoffman, "is the one- 
year freeze onthe State Equalized Value 
(SEV) that was implemented by the State 
on December 31, 1991. Individual and 
business taxes are determined by multi- 
plying the SEV by the current millage 
rate. For example, if a property value 
increases, the SEV increases, and there- 
fore that particular tax bill will increase. 
Normally, the SEV increases about three 
or four percent per year; but, since the 
SEV has remained the same this year, 
that freeze has translated into a large 
revenue loss for us." 

Hoffman went on to list other rea- 
sons for the budget cuts. First, because 


of the economy, interest rates have fallen 
for all City investments. 

Second, again because of the eco- 
nomic climate, there has been a reduc- 
tion in building permits and the revenue 
generated therein. 

Still another reason for the cuts, 
Hoffman stated, is a reduction in State 
revenue sharing because of a decrease 
in City population. 

"The last reason for the cuts," said 
Hoffman, "is that we've had several sal- 
ary increases this year as a result of four 
different contract settlements. And, of 
course, the inflation rate is an important 
factor, overall." 

The City departments, acting on the 
Mayor's request to trim their budgets, 
came in with a combined proposed 
amount of $1.4 million to be trimmed 
from the original $11.5 million. 

Hoffman added that the Mayor's of- 
fice has proposed to City Council two 
methods to generate additional revenue. 
The first would be a general one-percent 
property administrative fee to be added 
to resident and business tax bills. Sec- 
ond is a proposed millage levy of .1564 
mills. For the average resident taxpayer, 
Hoffman explained, these two tax boosts 
would cost approximately $20 per year. 

Hoffman concluded her budget ex- 
planation by stating that City Council will 
review each department's portion of the 
proposed budget with that department's 
head. These are all open meetings. 

When approved, the final budget for 
the City of Romulus will go into effect on 
July 1, 1992.0

1990 "Quick Facts" from State Police

Here are some recently released 
facts from the Michigan State Police. 

Romulus now ranks tenth in Statewide 

fatalities for the last five years, with 47 

people killed. The nine communities with 

more fatalities all have populations of 

50,000 or more. 

(300 "Quick Facts" 

There were 387,180 reported acci- 
dents, of which 97,479 were personal- 
injury type and 288,305 were prop- 
erty-damage type. 

* Attraffic accident was reported every 
one minute, 22 seconds. 

* Childrenunder the age of 15 account- 
ed for 32% of the bicycle deaths. 

* One person was killed every five 
hours, 36 minutes, as a result of a 
traffic accident. 

° Of those fatal accidents where the 
drinking condition was determined, 
47.4% indicated that alcohol was a 
factor. 

+ There were 145,179 persons injured, 
crippled, or maimed in accidents. 

* One person was injured every three 
minutes, 37 seconds, ina traffic acci- 
dent in Michigan. 

* The economic loss resulting from 
Michigan traffic accidents amounted 
to $2,844,660,000. 

* For each person killed, there were 
92.9 persons injured. 

* Excessive speed was indicated as 
the hazardous action by 29% of the 
drivers involved in fatal accidents. 

* Of the 2,186 drivers involved in fatal 
accidents, 11% were under 20 years 
of age, and 27.4% of all drivers in- 
volved in fatal accidents were under 
25 years of age. 

° Ofallfatalaccidents, 31.7% occurred 
at intersections. 

* Inthe last five years, 8,161 persons 
have been killed in Michigan traffic 
accidents. This is an average of 1,632 





per year. During the previous five- 
year period, 7,462 personswere killed, 
or an average of 1,492 per year. 
One out of every 5,947 persons living 
in Michigan was killed in a traffic acci- 
dent; one out of every 64 was injured. 
The 1,563 persons killed were the 
result of 1,396 fatal accidents, an av- 
erage of 1.12deaths per fatal accident. 
Urban areas were the site of 55.2% of 
all accidents which occurred; how- 
ever, 70.4% of all traffic deaths oc- 
curred in rural areas. 

The pedestrian death toll for Michi- 
gan stands at 226 persons. This rep- 
resents an increase of 36 deaths over 
the 1989 figure. 

Foreach pedestriankilled, there were 
17.9 pedestrians injured. 

Of the pedestrians killed, 34% were 
killed while crossing streets otherthan 
at intersections. 

Of the pedestrians killed, 22.1% were 
under the age of 20 years and 29.2% 
were 55 and older. 

During the past five years, a total of 
1,141 pedestrians have been killed — 
an average of 228 per year. 

Of the 883,611 vehicle occupants in- 
volved in accidents, 742,656, or 84%, 
were reported to have been using 
occupant restraints.

Substance-abuse Warning Signs

degree in public administration from the 
University of Michigan this month) 

Alcohol and drug abuse is a major 
problem affecting many local families. 
Frequently, parents inquire about the 
signs and symptoms of adolescent sub- 
stance abuse. There are an array of 
signs one needs to pay attention to. 

First, one will see a loss of control 
with the chemical. For instance, the teen 
loses predictability when he/she uses 
the drug. Will it be one or 10 beers? Will 
it be one line or two grams of cocaine? 

Second, one willdemonstrate acom- 
pulsive pattern of use. The teen becomes 
drunk or high every weekend, holiday, or 
before every sporting event. Often, the 
substance abuse occurs with other fam- 
ily members. In later stages of addiction, 
daily use may occur. 

Third, an adolescent may also dis- 
play continued use despite adverse con- 
sequences. This means that the chemi- 
cal use will persist even when the user is 
faced with school expulsion, hospitaliza- 
tion, or loss of loved ones. 

Further, the drugs of the '90s appear 
to be more dangerous than the drugs our 
parents used in the '60s and '70s. Ste- 
roids used by body builders who often 
have a distorted body image face the 
following problems: liver damage, acne, 
hair loss, mood swings, and sexual 
abnormalities. 

Cocaine causes blood vessels to 
constrict, leading to angina or heart at- 
tack. Cocaine withdrawal is marked by 
debilitating depression. A newer form of 
cocaine called "bazuka" is starting to be 
seen in the Detroit area. Bazuka is co- 
caine processed with kerosene due to 
the ban of all ether exports to South 
America. Smoking bazuka will of course 
lead to brain damage (dementia). 

Alcohol can also turn lethal. Teens 
often participate in drinking games such 
as "quarter bounce" (trying to bounce a 
quarter into a glass of beer), "Mexico" (a 
"bluffing" game using dice), and "Bob 


Newhart" (participants take a drink of 
beer when they hear the name "Bob" 
mentioned while watching reruns of the 
1970s sitcom). Too much alcohol can 
lead to an overdose by depressing the 
central nervous system. Drinking shots 
of liquor serves only one purpose: get- 
ting drunk faster. 

More important, when parents are 
concerned about their child's substance 
abuse, it may be important to look into 
the mirror. Family get-togethers also need 
to be examined. 

What should a family do if there is a 
serious substance-abuse problem? For 
starters, the family should consider en- 
tering a licensed rehabilitation program 
coupled with self-help meetings such as 
Alcoholics Anonymous/Narcotics Anony- 
mous and Alanon. The family should 
also agree to have a no-use-policy for all 
members living within the home. 

Finally, we as a society need to ex- 
amine our losing battle over drug abuse. 
Why have none of the presidential candi- 
dates mentioned this issue, which has 
been involved in about 50% of all homi- 
cides, according to many studies? | re- 
call my first day of graduate school: all 
new students were invited to abeer-and- 
pretzel faculty/student mixer. It appears 
that the only way to attract university 
participation is to combine scholarship 
with alcohol. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center is located in Romulus High School, 
9650 South Wayne Road. The Center 
serves Romulus residents — students 
and nonstudents — between the ages of 
10 and 21, and special-education stu- 
dents to age 26. Children to age five can 
receive immunizations. Blue Cross, Medi- 
caid, and private insurances are accept- 
ed. Fees are affordable and vary accord- 
ing to the patient's ability to pay. No one 
is denied services if unable to pay. Ap- 
pointments are usually necessary; some 
walk-ins are accepted. Parents must sign 
a consent form for their child to be seen 
at the Center. Call 941-1400 for appoint- 
ments or information. Q

Romulus Bands, Choir 
Compete at District Festivals

Junior High Bands #1 at Festival 


Both the Concert Band and the 
Symphonic Band at Romulus Junior High 
School received first-division ratings at 
the District Festival held on Saturday, 
March 14, at Romulus High School. This 
marked only the second time since 1986 
that both bands have earned the coveted 
"I" ratings at the District level. 

This year's festival was very com- 
petitive, with five bands from Ann Arbor, 
three from Plymouth, and two each from 
Saline and Chelsea in addition to our 
own two bands.

This marked the first time that the 
Concert Band actually had higher letter 
grades than the Symphonic Band. Even 
though the ratings were the same, one 
judge gave the Concert Band all "A" 
grades onthe five letter grades issued by 
the judges, where the Symphonic Band 
got only three "A" grades and two "B" 
grades in their ratings. 

The one judge who gave the Sym- 
phonic Band a "II" rating was the first 
judge to do so since the District Festival 
in 1984. The Symphonic Band had re- 
ceived a "I" from each judge in the pre- 
pared-music part of the Festival from 
each six judges each year since then at 
both District and State festivals. We have 
some work to do.

Acredit union is a cooperative asso- 
ciation that uses money deposited by 
employees and lends the money out 
again to fellow employees at a favorable 
interest rate. 

A"fraudulent conveyance" is atrans- 
fer of property, the object of which is to 





defraud a creditor. It is an act of a gift or 
transfer of property for little or no consid- 
eration at a time when the person mak- 
ing the gift or transfer was insolvent. 

Ina Chapter 7 Bankruptcy, a person 
may retain land on which he/she is resid- 
ing as long as the equity in the home 
does not exceed $7,500 for a single 
person or $15,000 for a married couple. 

For example, if Mr. and Mrs. Money 
had a home that was worth $60,000, and 
they owed $45,000, they could keep 
their home and continue making pay- 
ments. If the home was worth more than 
$60,000, the bankruptcy court would sell 
the home, pay Mr. and Mrs. Money 
$15,000 from the proceeds, and then 
hand the balance of the proceeds to the 
creditors.
